In the presentation of the indict-

May or Schmitz and 
Political Leader Ru ef, Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Heney has fu lfilled the 
prom ise that the first action tak en by 
the grand ju ry wou ld be to accu se 
Abraham Ru ef cf felony . 
This prophecy was made in open 
cou rt two 'week s ago, hu t nothing was 
mm said that May or Schmitz wou ld 
lie drawn into the scandal. The in- 


diciment of Ru ef was expected by the 
pu blic, bu t they were not prepared for 
immediate and direct action against 
the city ’s chief magistrate, who is now 
on the Atlantic retu rning from a visit 
to Eu rope. 
For nearly two y ears the alleged ob­ 
jectionable 
relations 
betwen 
the 
French restau rants and the mu nicipal 
administration have been a su bject of 
severe criticism and pu blic denu ncia- 
tion. 
Three restau rants, which were atl 
destroy ed in the April conflagration, 
were frequ ently the cau se of bitter 
assau lts from the press and pu lpits, 
the accu sations being made that'they 
were immoral and a menace to the 
weSfare of the commu nity . The so- 
called restau rants were à combination 
of eating and lodging hou se and liqu or 
resorts. 
It has never directly been charged 
that Ma>’or Schmitz 
was concerned 
with the so-called corru ption fu nd, bu t 
no hesitancy was u sed in connecting 
R u ers name with the allegel illegal 
u se of money . 
According to the indictments, Ru ef 
and Schmitz, on the 15th of Janu ary , 
1904, extorted $1,170 from Tony Blan­ 
co, of the ‘‘Poodle Dog,? and on Febru ­ 
ary 6, of the same y ear, they forced 
him to give u p $1,000 more. 
The tnird indictment is based on the 
extortion of $1,175 from the proprie­ 
tors of Marchand’s restau rant. They 


are charged with demanding and re­ 
ceiving on 
the same day $1,176 from 
the proprietors of Delmonico’s res­ 
tau rant. 
It is charged on the 6th 
of 
Febru ary they forced these sfine men 
lo y ield $1,000 by threatening to tak e 
away their liqu or licenses..

Ru ef last night, as the clerical work 
was so great that he cou ld not get 
them ou t in time.

Alfred Simpson, superintendent of 
the Metropolitan lif e Insurance com­ 
pany, leaves on December 8 th for New 
York city, N. Y., to attend the annual 
meeting of the superintendents of the 
company. 


J. H. Pifer, a prominent farmer liv­ 
ing at Larimore, has made a little for­ 
tune this year out of a crop of pota­ 
toes, and he has taken pains to keep 
an ex pense account that cannot help 
but be valuable to farmers wrho have 
for years neglected to turn their at­ 
tention to anything but wheat, says a 
Grank Fork, N. D., dispatch. These 
figures show further that this section 
Of the state is well adapted to the 
growing of potatoes. 
Mr. Pifer made a profit of $41.93 per 
acre on an eighth of an acre less than 
fifty-three acres of land, or a total net 
profit on the tract of $2,206.25. 
Mr. 
Pifer’s ex pense account is interesting, 
because of Ih e fact that nothing has 
been overlooked. 
Nine 
bushels 
of 
seed potatoes cost $3.60; man aAd 
team, planting five acres a day. cost 
eighty.five cents per acre; cutting po­ 
tatoes cost forty cents an acre; plow­ 
ing cost $1.25 per acre, dragging 
co st 
thirty cents an acre; cultivating cost 
$1.50 an acre; spraying 
cost 
six ty 
cents an acre, and paris green cost 
twenty cents an acre, making a total 
cost o t $8 .70 per acre. 
The field was dragged twice, culti­ 
vated three times and sprayed three 
times, making the total cost of plow­ 
ing, seeding and cultivating $460. 
The 
harvesting of the crop cost $627, the 
rent of the land $105.75, and planting 
and cultivating $460, making a total 
cost of $1,19 2.75. or a total cost of 
$22.57 per acre. On the tract Mr. Pi­ 
fer harvested 10,300 bushels of pota­ 
toes, which b® *>elfi 
thirty-three 
cents per bushel, his total receipts be­ 
ing $3,39 9 . leaving a net profit of $2.- 
206.25, or a net profit of $41.93 per 
acre. These figures are of value, com­ 
ing as they do from a man who has 
kept close acount of every item of 
ex pense In planting, cultivating and 
harvesting, and shows without ques­ 
tion that this is not entirely a wheat 
country. Potatoes pay fairly well.

STORYOF MURDER. 


A Confession In a Cell Leads 
to Arrest. 


IS GIVEN AWAY BY Â CONVICT. 


W. C. Hunsicker Charged With Cam­ 
den County Double Murder. 
Four Years Ago. . 


Jefferson 
City, 
Mo., 
Nov. 
15.— 
Sheriff I. H. Wilson, of Camden coun­ 
ty, lodged Wi C. Hunsicker, of that 
county, in jail here last night on a 
charge of a double murder committed 
in Camden county more than four 
yqars ago. 
George H. Anderson and a woman 
named Wireback were the victims. 
Both lived on farms about two miles 
from the county seat, Linn Creek. The 
double murder was committed at night 
and an ax was the weapon used. The 
couple 
were 
literally 
chopped 
to 
pieces. If is presumed that jealousy 
over the woman prompted the crime. 
Some time after the commission of 
the crime, Hunsicker w as convicted of 
horse stealing and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for tw’o years. It is stat­ 
ed that his cellmate in the peniten­ 
tiary, a convict named Young, learned 
from him that he had committed the 
murders and recently informed the 
officers. 
Meantime, Hunsicker had served 
out his time and left this part of the 
State. He 
was 
located, 
however, 
through convict Young, so the officers 
claim, and was arrested yesterday 
morning at Atherton, Jackson county. 
Mo. 
Today Hunsicker will be taken to 
IJnn Creek. He denies knowing any­ 
thing whatever 
about the 
murder. 
The officers claim to have evidence 
that he was in Camdgn county at the 
time the crime was committed. The 
Camden county officers anticipate that 
other arrests will follow the apprehen- 
Sion of Hunsicker. 
Anderson was a w^ealthy man, but it 
is known robbery was not the motive 
of the crime. The officers suspect that 
whoever committed the double mur­ 
der w as hired to do so. 
The brutality of the murder excited 
the people of Camden county very 
much. Anderson was killed in a com 
crib, after dark, and the woman was 
killed at the door of her home, on 
Andei-son's farm. 
Anderson's head 
was severad and the woman was hor­ 
ribly mutilated.

says the

tends to show that the Standard and 
Its various corporations control ninety 
per cent, of the oil business of the! 
United States, and that “this share of, 
the business has been procured by a 
course of action which, beginning in 
18T0, has continued under the direc­ 
tion of the same persons in the main, 
down to the present time, and that 
the design throughout has been to 
suppress competition in production, 
transportation and sale of refined oil

TESTING ENGINES.

Pen Records Kept of Pulling Power of 
Locomotives as They Are Turned 
Out* of Shops.

Altoona, Penn., Nov. 10.—All 
the 
conditions of a 1,000-mlle run by a lo­ 
comotive pulling a heavy train can be 
duplicated in the 
huge 
engine-trial 
plant which the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has just completed here. 
By the ar­ 
rangement of the testing apparatus the 
largest engines can be run at the top 
speed without traveling an inch. The 
great advantage is that constant re­ 
sults are obtainable and that these re­ 
sults can be measured and tabulate« ! 
with far greater exactness than is pos­ 
sible In road trials. 
The amount of fuel consumed, the 
steam evaporated, even the weight of 
the cinders and sparks that go up the 
smokestack, the friction of the various 
parts—these are only a few of tre 
elements of locomotive perfo**rniiice 
that are ascertained at the testing 
plant. Although this plant involved 
considerable expense, oficiáis of the 
motive power department say 
that 
the value of the results obtainable 
with it far exceed the cost of the ven­ 
ture. 
Nine locomotives of different types 
not in regular use oi^ the Pennslyva- 
nia have been purchased for testing 
purposes. 
One of them is a French 
engine, which, although it is below 
the Pennsylvania’s standard, has sug­ 
gested minor improvements in Ameri­ 
can designs. “We recognize that pro­ 
gress in locomotive building Is not 
confined to any one road,” said one of 
the Pennsylvania officials. 
“By tests 
and service, and by keeping in touch 
with advanced 
practice 
elsewhere, 
we determine the best points, and in 
the future are able to use to advan­ 
tage the ideas** we 
get 
from 
this 
study.” 
A locomotive undergoing a test at 
the Altoona plant rests on supporting 
wheels. 
The drawbar is attached to 
a stationary dynamometer with scales 
which weigh the pull. 
The support 
ing wheel axles extend so as to re­ 
ceive absorption brakes, and the work 
done consists in overcoming the re­ 
sistance of the wheels and 
brakes, 
the force exerted by the drawbar be­ 
ing measured by the dynamometer 
The scales of the measuring device 
register the traction power of the lo­ 
comotive, and pens attached to the 
scale levers make a permanent record 
of the performance. 
Tests carried out under these con­ 
ditions are so exhaustive that the rec­ 
ords are so complete thàt fdr only 
eight locomotives the tabulated re­ 
sults fill a large volume, packed with 
information upon the basis of which 
more efficient ‘iro n horses” can be 
designed and built.

As 
soon as the inspectors discovered the 
exact amount of the shortage Roddy 
took them over to the Roscoe bank 
and covered the amount. 
The money had not been gone from 
the cash draw'er in the postoffice but 
a few hours and would probably have 
been replaced before the day's busi­ 
ness wras checked, it was argued. But

for clemency 
for Roddy 
brought for him only the minimum 
punishment of six months in jail and 
a fine equal to the amount the gov­ 
ernment considers was embezzled.

St. Louis, Nov. 12.—When the feder­ 
al grand jury conv enes nex t Wednes­ 
day , the dep artment of justice, in the 
case of the shortage of $61,500 in the 
St. Louis sub-treasury , will ask for two 
indictments for embezzlement. 
While Frederick W. Lehmann, sp ec­ 
ial counsel for the gov ernment in this 
inv estigation, 
refuses absolutely to 
disclose 
the 
dep artm ent’s 
p lan 
of 
action, or what it will ask of the grand 
jury , the foregoing statem ent comes 
from one who has an intimate knowl­ 
edge of the p lans of the dep artment of 
justice, and who say s the assertion 
that two indictments will be sought 
cannot be questioned. 
The same autliority say s that the 
gov ernment, largely through the med­ 
ium of the secret serv ice dep artment, 
has made a most » ^carching inv estiga­ 
tion of the facts in the recent embez­ 
zlement, and that, regardless of p er­ 
sonal feeling, is p rep ared to make a 
most v igorous p rosecution. 
The secret serv ice agents hav e work­ 
ed under the p ersonal direction of 
Chief John E. Wilkie, and hav e p re­ 
p ared an ex haustiv e rep ort of their 
findings, which will carry with it some 
remarkable disclosures. 
Nearly ev ery emp loy e of the sub- 
treasury , including Assistant United 
States Treasurer T. J. Atkins, will be 
called as witnesses and it is also quite 
p robable that G. C. Bantz, the treas­ 
ury ex p ert, who came here from Wash­ 
ington to v erify the accounts in the 
local office, will be subp oenaed. 
It is said that, inasmuch as the 
p rincip al facts in regard to the em- 
bezzlment hav e been made p ublic, no 
effort whatev er will be made toward a 
half-hearted p roceeding; that the sus­ 
p ected p ersons will be giv en an o\ h 
p ortunlty to make their ex p lanations, 
but that in no ev ent will any undue 
leniency be shown. 
Mr. Lehmann’s orders from Wash­ 
ington are to p robe the affair thor­ 
oughly , and to bring ev ery bit of p os­ 
sible ev idence bearing on the case to 
the attention of the grand jury . 
Mr. I^hm ann will hav e the same 
authority as the United States district 
attorney , and with such p ower he will 
be allowed to sit with the grand jury 
and conduct the Inv estigation in tho 
manner that he sees fit. 
It is believ ed that the indictments 
will be returned before the end of this 
week, as the gov ernment, through its 
many dep artments, has the case com­ 
p lete and ready for p resentation to the 
jury .

p lace on the night of October 12, Jodia 
Hamilton receiv ed the death sentence 
at Houston, Mo., y esterday . His ex e­ 
cution will be carried out in the Hous­ 
ton jail y ard December 21. 
The jury , comp osed p rincip ally of 
farmers of that section of the country 
tributary to Houston, up on receiv ing 
Hamilton’s p lea, p romp tly returned a 
v erdict of murder in the first degree, 
and, remaining in the jury room but 
few minutes, fix ed his p unishment 
at death on the scaffold. 
Hamilton maintained his comp osure 
when the v erdict was announced by 
the jury foreman, and little trace of 
lis feeling 
was betray ed.

meanor indicated that the death p en­ 
alty was not in ex cess of his ex p ec- 
ations. 
The ex ecution of Hamilton In but 
Ittle more than a month will bring to 
a close the final chap ter in a story of 
he most brutal murder in the annals 
of Missouri. 
Carnie Parsons, his wife and three 
boy s, aged 5. 3 and 1 y ears, were mur­ 
dered on the banks of the Piney riv er 
south of this p lace. The discov ery of 
the tw’o y ounger children floating in 
the riv er, throats cut and skulls crush­ 
ed, led to a search and the discov er/ 
of the husband and wife, the former 
shot, the latter killed by a blow from 
an ax . 
Both bodies were found secreted In 
a p atch of weeds near the roadside. 
Hamilton was arrested at his home 
near this p lace. In his confession to 
the officers he told of the Jealousy 
he entertained for Parsons. 
Parsons, with his wife and children 
in a cov ered wagon, were leav ing the 
v icinity , to locate on a farm near El­ 
gon, Mo. Hamilton told of following 
the family , of his quarrel with Par­ 
sons ov er the ownership of a saddle. 
He first emp tied the contents p f a 
double-barreled shotgun into Parsons, 
killing him. He turned the weap on 
on Mrs. Parsons and comp leted his 
crime with an ax . 
The children ho 
caught one by one, and with a p ocket 
knife slashed their throats from ear to 
ear. Ev idence of life in the bodies 
of the two y ounger, led Hamilton to 
beat the lads’ skulls into a p ulp with 
a bludgeon. 
He told of throwing the children’s 
bodies into the riv er and of secreting 
the husband and wife In the bushes.
